SCHEDULES AND RUNNING TIME 


When do yeu make up your running schedule? The day before 
your program opens? And, if you happen to be ten or fifteen 
ninutes short, it°s very handy to pick up your phones, call 

the booker and expect him te take immediate care of it for you, 
isn't that so? 


I don't know how often I've written on this subject, 
and how many times I've discussed it with you fellows ... but 
there's always someone who iikes to do things the hard way. 
You get a booking sheet several weeks in advance of your play- 
dates ... That is the time to sit down and work out scheduleso 
if a change is indicated ... too much time ... not enough time, 
or what have you, there'’s plenty of time to drop your booker a 
note and be safe. I said a note ... NOT a phene cali. 


SO ooo lot's get a little system dnto o eperations. 
Give your booker an even break ... and elininate. therexpense 
of costly and neediess long distanee callg, How about it? 


LET'S DO SOMB CHECKING 


Now is as good a time as any to go over your theatre ... from 
the projection room to the basement ... inside and outside, te 
make sure that your theatre is in A-1 physical condition oo. 
We're half way through January ... Spring will soon be here, 
and it isn't too early to start planning your "Clean up - Paint 
up" campaign ooo 


Let's step outside for amment ... How's your upright 
sigm oo. your canopy ... your display frames and front in general? 
Do they reflect the glamour to be found inside your doors? It's 
a fact that proper colour, Lighting, cleanliness are your best 
javitation to ticket buying ... Think ebout it. 


Dead lamps in your sign and marquee? A dead give-away 
ef a sloppily-run theatre. Check daily ... and replace duds 
the moment they become "duds" ... Not so tough ooo 


Do your display frames honestly tell what may be 
expected inside ... or do you leave a little to your prospective 
customer's imagination? If you do ... he may continue to be 
just a "prospective" customer. If you are playing a twin bill 
bell em ... and not just a line to suggest "added feature ... 
i.e% them knew what they're going to see.

Is your boxeffice clean, neat and easy to find? I'na 
not kidding ...
